> THE MASTER CLOCK! 

^ “Your schedulfi for my child 
■ nmkes me a clock, Doctor,” is the 
plaint of many a weary mother; 
weary because she is “clock-shy.” 

“Like Clock Work” is an old 
adage for efficiency. And this 
applies also to child feeding. 

You are the master clock! The 
regulator of your child’s food 
habits! 

Feeding on time is as necessary 
in growing “blue ribbon children” 
as in growijig “blue ribbon chick 
kens.” We are not l)ounil by any 
f law to eat three meals a day. 
Some people eat less, some more, 
with ecjually gooil results. Rut 
whether we eat three or live 
bmeuls a day, the important thing 
^^epi'le.rity. 

'The heavy meal of the day for 
your child is best given at noon, 
even if the family has its at 
night. The child's meal .‘diould 
be simple enough to be readily 
worked in the family luncheon. 

Milk anil dry bread, a potato 
daily, preferably baked, a soft 
cooked egg, plain or in cu.-^tard, 
green vegetable sieved (for wry 
young chilli) and an occasional 
cereal pudding is a well balanced 
noon day meal. 

Seven-thirty is a good break¬ 
fast hour for the three and four 
year old; twelve-thirty for dinner 
and five-thirty for supper. The 
last meal of the day may com¬ 
prise bread and milk or cereal 
and milk timst with some kind of 
cooked fruit, such as pears, pea 
ches, apple.s, steamed bananas. 

No between meals should be 
given unless on a pre.scribed 
schedule such as a mid morning 
lunch of milk and crackers, or a 
mid-afternoon feeding of similar 
proportions. Otherwise nidhing 
should be given between meals on- 
cept water and fruit, sucii a.s 
apple or orange. .A child, who i.i
